* PLANNED OB CONTROLLED? 

A sljort while baclc President Truman mndo 
a speech In defense ot economic planning. 
He grenud that plannlnj Vaa.a word that 
acared certain people. But hla contenUon wai 
that these Irlght«ned people were confusing 
planned economy with controlled economy. 
The President himself, unless vre misread 
him. seems to see a sharp division between 
the two. 

Yet planning Implies a preparation for 
action. And In a planned course of action 
there are components that must be directed 
i In such a way that the action comes out ac- 
' cording to plan. Otherwise there wouldn't 
, aeem to be much sense In planning In the 
first place. 

; It may be that Mr. Truman meant that a 
planned economy Is one In which the govern- 
ment draws up a blueprint and private busl- 
jieaa voluntarily undertakes the action, with 
Its accompanying controls. A controlled 
economy, by Mr. TYuman'a definition, might 
be one In which the government wpuld guide 
the course of action only if business refused 
to cooperate or failed to achieve the govem- 
ment'i' economic goat. 

ThU might explain the "atand-by control*" 
that Mr. Truman requested In hU atate of 
the union message. These are part of his 

' - - economic planning, but apparently are only 
for use In emergency. 

At any rate, we Imagine that a planned 
and controlled economy mlgt^t be acceptable 
to the Br»at niajorlty of Americana under 

■ ■ certain conditions. If government planners 
could somehow guarantee that ihey could 
control the buslnew eyole and prevent de- 
pression*, and If they could alao guaranty 

RCalnst private buslnesi, we doubt that the 
meet rugged champion of lalaicz-falre ccono- 

. tnlca vouldTalse a ert oui-ObJectlo n i. 

Nobody wants a depreislon, of course, be- 
•auM nobody salna anything by It In the 
lo&c nin. But can the jovemment guarantee 
A prerenUve? At present, the answer would 
certainly be no, OflTfirimeni means not only 
the executive branch bat also congress, which 
VTltea the laws and dolN out the money. And 
the last time we looked, there were sereral 
divcrsent ectmomlo vlewpointe In both these 
departments. 

Borne eovemment economist* are worrying 
about a depressing drop In price* and em- 

- ' ployment. They produce figure* to Justify 
tbelr Jeara. Others aay the danger la *tui In- 
flation. Tbey alao cite figure* to prove thrlr 
pdnt 

To aome people planning, like natlonaltzQ- 
tlon. Is a sort of magic, cure-all ward But 
plannin g u almply U)* opinion of an indi- 
vidual or group of Individual*. 

There are all *ort* of economic plannlnit 
^Ing on In govrmment today. But whn trr 
tJie planners? How hare their other ercinomlc 
prophecies panned outT What U their objrr- 
tlve DOW? What U the evidence that It \i thr 
right one? Mr. Truman and conKrew win 
have to agree on the answer* to ihone ques- 
tions.
